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FAMILIAR LETTER FROM PRES'T

which I spent several important years 
of my boyhood. My errand was to 
visit Ft. Atkinson, Wis., where Ex-

We 
were in Arcade when the war broke 
out. and I remember the first young 
men who went to the army, and 
by and by came bark on furlough 
wearing their blue uniforms.

Results — Grading; and Branding;

There is ronslderabl. difference of 
t pinion aa to (be exact stage of ma 
turlty at which melons should be 
picked (or shipment. 17 allowed to 
become too tip* before picking, they 
become aoft by tbo time they have 
reached the market, and often must 
be sacrificed In order to effect sn Im- 
mediate sale. 

If picked too green, the melona 
reach the market in firm condition, 
but are larking In flavor, and are not 
desired by the beat trade It la a 
nice point to pick melons at auch a 
degree of ripeness that they will 
reach the market In firm rendition, 
and yet possess the requisite flavor. 

The farther from the market the 
melona are produced, the less mature 
they must be when picked Further 
more, the rapidity of softening after 
picking varies with the temperature 
to which (be melons are subjected 
The cooler they can be kept after 
picking, tbe longer then can be nl 
lowed to remain on the vlnea and II e 
better flavor they will 

It la. therefore 
melons be placed In the 
soon as possible after 
kept shaded until tbey 
the car. 

For tbe same reason, riper melons 
'•an be shipped under refrigeration 
thnn In ventilated car* It Is also 
true that melons shipped during gf> 
cesslrely hot weather unit** under 
refrigeration, will soften more rapidly 
thsn thoae shipped during cooler 
weather. 

The condition of tbe vines and t! e 
rapidity of ripening of the mi Inns In 
the field will also have a hearing upon 
the stage of maturity at which they 
should be picked. 

Ksrly In the shipping season, wben 
the vines are In full vigor and the 
melon* ripening alowly, the fruits 
may aafely be left upon the vines un- 
til more mature than would be safe 
later In the season when the planta 
have become aomewhat weakened, or. 

on* are ripening very rapidly 

While It 1* true that no rule ran 
be given for picking melona that will 
apply under all condition*, and that 
the grower must exercise Judgment in 
re(erenre to each dny'a picking, the 
Ideal will be attained wben the con- 
ditions are such that the melon* will 
reach the market In the beat condi- 
tion l( picked as soon as the fruit will 
part readily from the stem wben the 
latter Is pressed with tbe thumb or 
finger

That proper grading result* In the 
securing of better prices than Indis- 
criminate parking, la evidenced by tbe 
experience of certain grower* who 
have departed from the usual custom, 
and practice a regular ayslem of grad- 
ing whereby three distinct grade* of 
marketable melons are made, and 
ahlpped under three different brands. 

Such a system o( grading and 
branding makes It possible for tbe 
commission man to place the differ 
ent gradea with the different classes 
of trade.
